Nixon may hold another conference 


SAN CLEMENTE, Calif. (U Pl) 
—White House aides, convinced 
President 
Nixon came 
through 
“ with flying colors’’ at his first 
meeting with reporters in five 
months, indicated today that he 
might hold another news conference 
in a few days. 
Presidential aides also said Nixon 
will be stepping up his public 
activity with more appearances to 
demonstrate 
that 
he 
“ is 
in 
command’’ despite the malaise of 
Watergate. 
The aides appeared especially 
pleased with the fighting stance the 
President 
assumed 
here during 
Wednesday’s 
news 
conference, 
where he vigorously reaffirmed that 
he had no intention of resigning 
because of Watergate and charged 
that some of his critics “ would 
prefer that 1 fail.’’ 
Presidential 
aides 
expressed 
delight with Nixon’s performance 
and reaction the White House had 
received to it, saying he “ came 
through with flying colors’’ and 
indicating he may decide to meet 


with reporters again as early as next 
week. 
Meanwhile, Henry A. Kissinger 
arranged to meet with reporters for 
the first time since the President 
announced Wednesday that he would 
be succeeding William f^. Rogers as 
secretary of state. 
Diplomatic observers predicted 
no major change in U.S. foreign 
policy when Kissinger takes the 
State Department helm Sept. 3, 
since 
the 
German-born 
former 
Harvard professor has been Nixon’s 
prime diplomatic aide for the past 
four years. 
Nixon 
displayed 
his testiness 
Wednesday, particularly when he 
said 
he 
had 
never 
considered 
resigning and would not step down 
even though he acknowledged that 
the Watergate scandal included 
“ scandalous conduct” within the 
White House. 


He also predicted that two former 
top aides, H. R. Haldeman and John 
D. Ehrlichman, will be exonerated 


“ when they have an opportunity to 
have their case heard in court,” an 
indication he expects them to be 
indicted. 
The President displayed pent-up 
anger during his 50-minute televised 
press conference on the lawn of the 
Western White House, but was in 
command when faced with a volley 
of questions which amounted to a 
cross examination of his personal 
role in the scandal. 
The President’s voice trembled 
when he lashed out with barely 
concealed anger at his critics in the 
press and Congress and “ those who 
would use the Watergate affair to 
destroy me.” 


He said he would “ impute no 
improper 
motives” 
to 
“ some 
political figures, some members of 
the press, and some members of the 
television” 
industry 
who would 
exploit the issue. 
But he added, “ 1 think they would 
prefer that I fail.” 
“ On the other hand.” he declared 
forecefully, “ 1 am not goint to fail.”

County supervisors conceivably 
could get their annual pay upped 
from slightly over $14,000 currently 
to $16,053 if they agree to accept an 
average annual base salary of 
supervisors in eight comparable 
counties. 
County 
Administrative Officer 
Raymond D. Johnson will make a 
report to this effect to the board on 
Monday. 
His 
survey 
of 
the 
eight 
comparable counties had come on a 
directive from the board on July 30. 
The 
so-called 
eight-county 
sampling had been in effect in 
determining pay levels of regular 


county employes for several years. 
The counties used as a yardstick 
include Fresno, Kern, Monterey, 
Orange, Riverside, San Bernardino, 
San Luis Obispo and Ventura. 
Supervisors 
w ill 
resume 
disc‘ussions Monday about a possible 
pay boost and whether or not to have 
their jobs designated as full-time or 
full-service, in lieu of the current 
part-time service with part-time 
pay. 
Johnson said three of the eight 
counties 
provide 
additional 
compensation, beyond regular board 
pay, for service on other boards and 
commissions. 
He declared that none of the 
surveyed counties specify whether a 
supervisor’s post is full-time or 


part-time. 
His 
survey also 
includes, 
in 
addition to basic pay, the fringe 
benefits of supervisors in the other 
counties, including use of cars, 
other expense allowances, staff and 
number of regular meetings per 
week. 
In two of the counties chairmen of 
the boards receive more than other 
members, whereas all five Santa 
Barbara County supervisors have 
always received the same figure. 
Meanwhile, the County Taxpayers 
Assn.

Sen. Barry Goldwater, R- 
Ariz., who has criticized 
Nixon’s past handling of the 
Watergate affair, said the 
President’s 
statements 
“ were the most concise and 
clear that he has made to 
date.” 
But Goldwater also said 
that he hoped Nixon would

Robert Strauss, chairman 
of the Democratic National 
Committee,

At 
the same time, Strauss said

Cannot prohibit 
private sewer systems 


County public works officials have informed the Board of 
Supervisors that they "cannot recommend that the board 
adopt any policy prohibiting private sewer disposal 
systems” according to acreage. 
The letter to the county supervisors, signed by Assistant 
Public Works Director Paul E. Price, was in response to a 
request by the Santa Ynez Valley Citizens for the General 
Plan, Inc. 
The citizens group has called on county officials to 
consider restricting building on lots of less than one acre in 
areas lacking a public sewer system. 
Reason for the request, which was aimed at the Santa 
Ynez area, was a breakdown of septic tank operations on 
smaller lots. 
The County Health Department meanwhile has urged the 
Santa Ynez area to set up a public sewer system, while 
banning a number of wells in the area for drinking 
purposes. 
Price told the board that his department has required 
either a percolation test or a performance test in areas 
where the soils or geology are of questionable nature. 
He attributed septic tank failures in areas where tests 
had indicated the soil and geology had the ability to absorb 
the affluent “ to either lack of maintenance...or installation 
of additional fixture units without securing necessary 
permits.” 
Price showed that there were "many areas” in the 
county where private disposal systems could not be 
constructed on building sites or one or more acres.

Chafer termed the Grand Jury transcript as a highly 
detailed account of all testimony, including that of 
McAlpine. before the Grand Jury last Get 3 
The application to the State Supreme Court for an order 
allowing discovery of exhibits was to be received today 
The district attorney’s office is also asking for a court 
order to obtain a court reporter’s transcript of proceedings 
in Superior Court last Cict. 24 before Judge Dodson and 
Judge Charles S. Stevens Jr. 
The Oct. 24 transcript, according to the application to the 
high court, includes "such matters as the presiding judge’s 
connection with a law firm ” which has represented 


McAlpme 
It was also stated that the 0('t 3 transcript was required 
to determine whether the contents of the interim report 
sealed by the judge was a proper report and one that should 
not have been withheld by the court. 
In the complaint filed m Ventura County by McAlpine, 
who subsequently opened offices last Feb. 19 in Oxnard, the 
pathologist charges Mmier and Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
headed a "conspiracy ” joined by certain other defendants 
for the purpose of "destroying” the plaintiff. 
McAlpme resigned last Oct. 19 as chief pathologist at the 
county hospital in(ioleta. 
Sheriff Carpenter had leveled public criticism at 
McAlpme for allegedly inept handling of numerous 
coroner's cases 
McAlpme named as defendants, m addition to Mmier and 
Carpenter, Deputy 
District .Attorney 
Pat McKinley, 
coroner’s 
deputy 
Lawrence 
(iillespie. 
Hospital 
Administrator John Quinn. Santa Barbara Radio Station 
KIST, the county of Santa Barbara, and Does 1 through 16 
McAlpme had filed his multi-million dollar claim against 
the county earlier this year, and it was denied Feb 20. thus 
allowing a court action to be filed. 


The explosive case has had numerous ramifications. 
Mmier and Schafer earlier this year had been ejected from 
Judge Dodson’s court after an argument concerning the

Third rabid bat

Property owners throughout the state are being treated 
to a legerdemain exercise which rivals anything ever 
dreamed up by Houdini. This is in the form of ballyhooing 
property tax rate reductions while local governments 
blithely adopt budgets substantially higher than those of 
prior years. It is a case of having Iheir cake, and eating it 
too. 
For while reports indicate that most local governments 
are making slight reductions in tax rates, they are making 
no real efforts to trim expenditures. 
The reason this hocus pocus in public financing is possible 
is due to legislation enacted for the specific purpose of 
bringing about property tax relief 
Under 
tax 
measures adopted 
by the 
legislature, 
homeowners are granted a $1700 exemption To offset this 
the state has undertaken to increase local government 
subsidies 
With this new state money, plus federal revenue sharing 
and increased asses.sed valuations on property, local 
governments, for the most part, suddenly find themselves 
with more money than they ever before had. 
And most have taken the opportunity to demonstrate to 
the folks at home how provident they are by using some 
small part of these windfalls to make token tax rate 
reductions. 
The fact is that, because of Governor Reagan’s 
insistence, they are not permitted to raise the tax rate. But 
the further fact is that, despite restructions on rates and 
regardless of reductions, many will be getting higher 
property tax bills in the next couple of years, the 
exemptions not withstanding. 
This IS because local governments can still raise the 
assessed values of property. And this they are busily doing. 
The result will be lower tax rates, higher property 
assessments and ergo, higher tax bills. 
As usual, the school districts lead the parade. District 
after district is reporting lower tax rates but higher 
budgets. Yet most all admit enrollments are dropping. 
As everyone is well aware the birth rates have fallen. 
Whle this can be attributed to increased use of birth 
control, abolition of abortion laws, planned parenthood, 
high costs of living or whatever, it remains that fewer 
children are being brought into the world Also migration 
has, for the first time in decades, almost ceased. The need 
for building nore and more schools has also disappeared. 
This has not, however, worked to reduce school budgets. 
Rather the educators are not talking about ” improvt*d” 
programs since they can no longer justify higher costs on 
the basis of increased enrollments 
The improvements are for increased salaries, broadening 
of fringe benefits, "new and innovative ” programs, and for 
class size reductions The latter, one would think, is 
automatically being taken care of by enrollment drops 
Further, there is strong evidence submitted by qualified 
educators that class size has no direct relationship to the 
quality of education 
Whether this continuing increased spending by local 
government, in the face of efforts to provide propiTty tax 
relief, will be sufficiently understood to strengthen the case 
for (Governor Reagan’s tax limitation initiative remains to 
be seen It also remains as to whether the Governor’s plan 
will do the job. 
What IS clear is the need for the citizens to become more 
effective in controlling government spending For property 
tax reductions can only result from increased state and 
federal help or cutting budgets And. present indications 
are that, unless serious efforts are made to trim spending, 
people are going to pay higher and higher taxes one way or 
another

Company turns garbage into fuel 
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LOS GATOS (UPI)—A California company says it has 
developed a process to turn the nation’s garbage and solid 
wastes into a clean, pellet-sized fuel. 


Ian Allison, president of Sira International, Inc., of Sun­ 
nyvale and Los Gatos, Calif., said the new fuel source could 
reduce the strain on the nation’s dwindling coal reserves 
and help solve the problem of what to do with the daily 
production of garbage. 
“Less than two pounds of Sira pelletized fuel will be 
required to produce a comparable level of BTU’s from one 
pound of coal, but the production cost will be as much as 25 
per cent less,” said Allison. 


“ I know our fuel will not replace coal but the use of it can 
surely extend the availability of existing reserves. This 
clean fuel source will mean the end to the solid waste 
disposal problems, elimination of old, smelly, unsightly 
garbage dumps and the many environmental problems they 
create. 
“ The use of the new Sira fuel will mean 69 million tons of 
coal per year can be conserved for the future. Plus more 
than $3 billion worth of raw materials can be reclaimed in a 
usable fashion...” 
“ It normally costs between $13 and $18 a ton to produce 
coal in the United States while the Sira pelletized fuel has 
an estimated cost of merely $3 to $5 a ton,” Allison said.

The incident did not come to light until Wednesday, when 
an entry in the Newport Beach Police log was noticed. It 
recorded a rescue “ by Sen. B. Goldwater." 
“ I voted for him in ’64, and I helped work on his son s 
campaign,” Mrs. Machlitt said. 
Rep. Barry Goldwater Jr., R-Califor., represents the 
North Hollywood area where they live.

has finally had enough of the 
state 
legislature’s

Kern County’s board of 
supervisors plans to take 
the state into court to force 
it to come up with the 
money promised under SB 
90. the massive tax reform 
measure passed last year. 
When they approved this 
bill, the legislators clamped 
a I id on the counties’ tax 
rates, making a raise illegal 
without voter approval. At 
the same time, however, 
they told the counties. “ It’s 
okay because we’ll pay you 
for any costs you may have 
from programs we adopt,” 
or words to that effect. 
But the ink’s hardly dry 
on the new law and the first 
serious claim submitted by 
the 
counties 
has 
been 
refused 
b e c a u s e 
the 
l e g i s l a t u r e 
h a s n ' t 
appropriated the funds. 
Kern's 
supervisors, 
as 
well 
as 
about 
all 
other 
county supervisors in the 
state, say the special tax 
initiative election coming 
up 
next 
November 
is a 
“state mandated 
program 
and 
they’re 
demanding 
reim bursement 
for 
its 
costs 
The “ bills’ they’ve sent 
to State Controller Hugh 
Flournoy are still on his 
desk awaiting payment — 
not that Flournoy has really 
refused to pay, but he says 
there's no appropriation 
As 
a 
matter 
of 
fact, 
Flournoy says the election 
certainly 
is 
a 
state- 
mandated * program 
that 
should be paid tor with state 
funds, under the provisions 
of SB 90 But he can’t start

To date, 56 of the 58 
counties (Lake and Trinity

filed claims totaling some

Ray Gil is leafing through his scrapbook, taking you on 
a guided tour of his athletic past. 
H ere’s a picture of Gil dribble-driving through a pair 
of large d efenders...there’s Gil posing with his cross­ 
country 
team m ates...th at’s 
Gil 
with 
a 
pentathlon 
trophy...here’s Gil getting punched in the nose... 
T hat’s a picture that grabs your attention — Gil taking 


a shot square in the nose, his face all but buried in his 
opponent’s boxing glove. 
The picture is unusual for two reasons; all the other 


photos show Gil as the hitter, rather than the hittee; and, 
his eyes are wide open, not the typical reflex for a guy in 
his predicam ent. 
He points this out: “ See how my eyes are open. You 
have to keep your eyes open all the tim e, or you’re in 
trouble.” He chuckles. 
There are also lots of newspaper clippings in the 
scrapbook;

The original idea w as to do a story on Ray Gil, the 48- 
year-old (49 next m onth) distance runner. M ention of his 
other athletic endeavors com es about incidentally in the 
course of the conversation. 
Ray is so enthusiastic showing you his scrapbook that 
you would think he’s seeing the clips for the first tim e 
him self. 
Then 
you 
notice 
that 
he has the 
sam e 
enthusiasm for everything, whether he’s talking about 
w hat’s for dinner, or planning for an upcom ing m eet. 
You see, Gil is a m an of m any m oods, ranging from 
happy to exuberant. Which you m ay know if you’ve seen 
him on his daily run, sm iling and waving back at kids and 
passing m otorists; or if you’ve seen him on the job at 
Cabrillo High, waving his hat and 
whooping like 
a 
rodeo star as he rides the tractor m ower around the lawn. 
R ay’s athletic activity is now lim ited to a lot of 
running, a little skin diving, and working with local youth 
sports program s. But those scrapbook days of m ulti­ 
sport glory w hile in the em ploy of Uncle Sam are not all 
ancient history. 
It w as just 10 years ago, for exam ple, just before he 
retired from the Navy, that G il’s pals coaxed the 39- 
old w elterw eight into getting his gloves out of m othballs 
one m ore tim e. 
“ So I won the doggone Sixth Army Tournam ent. 1 beat 
two or three kids who w ere 17-19 years old. Conditioning 
helped m e m ore than anything else; and, of course, 
experience. 1 did so m uch talking to som e of those guys 
that I talked them out of a figh t.”

He m ust have been a hell of a talker, because he won 
all but a dozen of his 220 am ateur bouts in the 1940’s and 
50’s, m aking it to the finals of the Olympic Trials in ’52 
before breaking a thumb.

Hildred, his w ife of 25 years, and his four kids (ages 15- 
24), and heads off to com pete in cross country runs, 
track m eets or m arathons. He seldom com es home 
empty-handed. 
Last April Ray com peted in the Hawaiian M asters. In 
two days of com petition against 45-50-year-olds from all 
over the globe, he won the 1500 m eters, the 3-m ile, the 6- 
m ile, and the 15-kilometer cross country run. 


He took first (40-50 age group) this sum m er in the 
Santa M aria 10-mile run and in the Santa Barbara 10.1 
m ile run. He also com peted in Seniors m eets in Oregon, 
San D iego and at UCLA as w ell as in several assorted 
“ fun runs.”

Lest the label “ Seniors” lull you into thinking these guys 
wheeze around the track at a dog trot, be informed 
otherwise. The competition is top flight. 
In meets this summer, Gil has turned in career best 
times in the 880 (2:03) and marathon (3 hours, 15.33 
minutes). He seems to be getting stronger with age. 
Workout time for Gil is when he gets home from Cabrillo. 
“ I ’m tired when I put the running clothes on. The first 
mile or two are the most miserable. Then I enjoy it so 
much I forget about the tiredness or the day’s work. That’s 
when I relax.’’ 
A typical workout for Gil is to run (not jog) anywhere 
from eight to 20 miles. A few times each week he runs to a 
nearby school (1.7 miles), does seven hard 440’s, and runs 
back. 
“ I get home, drink some hot tea, take a shower, and boy, 
I'm ready for more.’’ 
Ray never misses a day. He just wouldn’t feel good if he 
did. 
“ I stay healthy from running When I get sick, I can get 
over it faster if I just go out and run. And I heal faster. I had 
an ear operation and the doctor said I ’d be in the hospital 
three weeks, but he let me out in two days.’’ 


Any thoughts that Gil will soon outgrow his obsession to 
run, that he’ll soon start looking and feeling his age, are 
dashed to bits as he shows you a club newsletter featuring 
106-year-old sprinter Larry Lewis, who runs seven miles a 
day. 
“ He’s my idol,” says Gil. “ This guy is amazing.” 
Throughout his boyhood in New Mexico and Arizona, Ray 
can’t remember when he wasn’t running. He joined the 
National Guard at 16, the Navy at 17, and spent the next 
couple decades filling his scrapbook. 
Gil was welterweight champ of Japan four years running, 
Golden Gloves champ of San Francisco three years in a 
row, made a couple appearances on the TV show “ Beat the 
Champ” (won one, lost one), shared the card with such 
boxing greats as Floyd Patterson, Pete Rademacher, and 
Gene Fullmer. Those were the golden years of boxing. 
“ Boxing was like being a gunfighter. Boy, you go into a 
beer joint and the first thing you find somebody up there 
half drunk and he thinks he's going to whip you.” 
Gil probably talked and laughed his way around 
situations like that, and probably loved every minute of it.

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Penny-pinching politics 


By Dick Kleiner 


LOS ANGELES - (NEA) 
- Political and economic 
events in the last seven or 
eight years have had such an 
adverse effect on biomedical 
research in the United States 
that this country is gradually 
losing its preeminent position 
in the field. 


The trend is not irreversi­ 
ble, but so far there seem to 
be no signs that it is being 
reversed 
At the moment, 
according to Dr. Rachmiel 
Levine, executive medical 
director of the research-ori­ 
ented City of Hope Hospital, 
the balance of power in the 
field of biomedical research is 
swinging away from the Unit­ 
ed States and moving to other 
countries — Great Britain, 
West Germany, Sweden, Bel­ 
gium. 


Levine 
attributes 
this 
change to several factors. 
When the government began 
looking for ways to econo­ 
mize, the scientific communi­ 
ty was an easy target. It had 
no lobby to fight for money 
and, thus, outlays for research 
were curtailed. 
Then, too, what government 
grants were available were 


Sí 
rey to political machinations, 
any of them were given to 
the same institutions, in the 
same geographical areas. 
Congressmen 
from 
areas 
which had received little or no 
money asked for their share. 
Research suffered. 
Another factor was that the 
science budget, administered 
by the National Science Foun­ 
dation, was a catchall for all 
kinds of research work — in­ 
cluding such items as the 
Navy’s program of Antarctic 
exploration 
Finally, there was pressure 
from both the Johnson and 
Nixon administrations on the 
scientific community to do 
“ more practical, less theoreti­ 
cal’’ research Scientists were 
ordered to “ solve the prob­ 
lems of heart, cancer and 
stroke.” 


“ The result,” says Levine, 
‘‘was that it all became a big 
boondoggle and it finally col­ 
lapsed.” 
Levine and most scientists 
believe much more theoretical 
research is needed before 
practical solutions to “ heart, 
cancer and stroke” can be 
found 
“ People say basic research 
is no longer needed,” he says, 


“ and we should apply what we 
already know Horseradish — 
or words to that effect We 
know nothing yet. It s a waste 
of money to look for ways to 
conquer cancer before you 
know what it’s all about ” 


All this discourages poten­ 
tial young research scientists 
Universities across the coun­ 
try are noting that graduate 
students are shunning re­ 
search fields in favor of areas 
of practice — such as medi­ 
cine — which offer better 
chances for economic surviv­ 
al.

Conservation groups in 
Alaska,” says Lew Williams, 
the managing editor of the 
Ketchikan Daily News, 
“are 
very unpopular right now ” 


On the North Slope of Alas­ 
ka. hard by the Arctic Circle, 
where oil was discovered in 
1968. there may be a reserve 
of as many as 200 billion bar­ 
rels. 


In just one field, Prudhoe 
May. 
argues Gov William A. 
Fgan, 
there are upwards of 
16 billion barrels of oil avail­ 
able to meet our nation s crit­ 
ical energy needs.” 


But construction of a pipe­ 
line to carry the oil from 
Prudhoe Bay across the heart 
of the 49th state to Valdez 
(pronounced val-deezi near 
the Gulf of Alaska and then by 
tanker to such cities as Seat 
tie was blocked legally for 
five years by the environmen­ 
talists. (In Ketchikan, there 
are eight Sierra Club mem­ 
bers.) 


“ This,” says Juneau news­ 
paperman John Stringer, 
'is 


Not jumping, but lively 


the Sierra Club's crown jew­ 
el.” 


The pipeline has so domi­ 
nated the thinking of Alaskans 
that the Watergate hearings 
back in Washington scarcely 
intrude on the public ken 


“ The whole bunch of them 
are guilty,” says William s, 
“ is the feeling here, and let’s 
get back to the Alaska pipe­ 
line.” 


The reason is quite materi­ 
al Alaska is faced with an 
imminent fiscal crisis The 
state has over $700 million 
surplus in its treasury. Right 
now But it's spending at a 
deficit of $125 million annual­ 
ly. Unless the pipeline goes 
through, with its cents-per- 
barrel tax on oil, Alaska could 
go bankrupt within five years.

Alaska, a state with a little 
over 300,000 people in a rug­ 
ged. enchanting terrain which 
is 93 per cent federal land, is 
prone to misconceptions by 
Americans from the “ lower 
48 
also called "outsiders.” 


“ Why should these outsiders 
come in.” complains Fred, 
“ and tell us what to do with 
our land’*” He's sitting in the 
famed Red Dog Saloon in 
Juneau, just in from a few 
days fishing. He's really a 
heavy construction man who 
bought a $100,000 rig in antici­ 
pation of the pipeline con­ 
struction 
He lost it in the 
delay over legal hassles be­ 
cause he couldn't keep up the 
payments 


“ I've never seen anything 
factual written about Alaska," 
complains John Stringer, a 
young third-generation Alas­ 
kan born and bred in Juneau 
“ Not even by National Geo­ 
graphic or Life, when they 
came in here There's a mys­ 
tique they're always confus­ 
ing.

A safety play is a play de­ 
signed to guard against some 
form of misfortune. Some safe­ 
ty plays aren’t guaranteed to 
work. Others risk an important 
overtrick, but all are designed 
to increase declarer's chance 
of bringing home the bacon. 
South ruffs the second spade 
and sees that he is going to 
make his five-diamond con­ 
tract provided he doesn t lose 
more than one trump trick He 
also sees that he has no way to 
avoid the loss of at least one. 
He leads a diamond toward 
dummy. West plays the 10 and 


dummy's king wins. 
He leads back the deuce of 
diamonds. If East plays the 
queen or jack South will win 
with his ace; lead the nine and 
be sure of his contract. But 
East doesn't play the jack. He 
simply drops the seven-spot on 
the table. 
This is the best that East can 
do and it will work if South goes 
up with his ace, but South has 
no reason to do this. The play of 
the nine-spot guarantees the 
contract at no risk whatsoever 
and as such is a perfect safety 
play

in

administrative fields. His dedication to 
conservation and 
the 
environment 
is 
internationally recognized, and assures 
inspired leadership in EPA. As chairman 
of the Council on Environmental Quality 


he has been President Nixon’s chief 
adviser on 
the 
realities of pollution 
control. As Under Secretary of the Interior 
and a lawyer long active on the Capital 
political scene he has displayed keen 
executive ability and knowledge of the 
workings of Congress. 


EPA has been tempering some of its 
more sever rulings as the practicalities 
have become clearer and Train seems an 
ideal person to implement that new policy. 
Intransigent environmentalist opposition 
to economically imperative projects have 
both hurt the economy and the position of 
the extremists.

A MATTER OF CONFIDENCE 


T R B 
Comeuppance 


It hasn’t been, let’s face it, a very 
good summer for the breast-beating 
forces of law- and-order. We seem 
to have escaped, so far anyway, the 
massive inner-city street violence 
that plagued us in the middle sixties. 
But that relative peace can be 
attributed more to the awareness of 
ghetto-dwellers that they are the big 
losers in summer riots than to the 
menancing efficiency of the cops. 
On other fronts, the major symbols 
of law- and-order and the most 
prominent invokers of the rhetoric 
that 
goes 
with 
it 
are 
sorely 
compromised by events. 
We have a right, for instance, to 
be spared any more of Richard 
Nixon’s fawning no -man-is- above - 
the- law observations now that his 
first attorney general, the man he 
picked 
to 
be 
the 
chief 
law- 
enforcement officer of the land, is 
under indictment; now that we know 
that for two years as President he 
was bugging everybody who came 
near him, foreign or domestic; now 
that 
we 
know 
burglary 
was 
committed in his name; now that he 
hides behind an elaborate legalistic 
wall 
rather 
than 
offering 
the 
tangible evidence he has that might 
clear up the worst scandal ever to 
hit a national administration. 
Nixon’s battering ram on the law- 
and-order front, Spiro Agnew, isn’t 
ideally situated either to continue 
the 
rhetorical 
assault 
that 
has 
marked his political rise and his 
popularity among the hard hats and 
the 
head-crackers 
of 
Middle 
America. The disclosure that the 
feds 
are 
investigating 
him 
in 
connection 
with 
kickbacks 
to 
government contractors when he 
was 
county 
executive 
and-or 
governor in Maryland should be a 
moderating 
force 
against 
his 
windbaggery, for a time anyway. 
Agnew hasn’t been charged with 
anything, it must be remembered. 
But when U.S. Attorney, having 
cleared the action with the US 
attorney general, a member of the 
Nixon-Agnew team, takes the step 
of informing the Vice President of 
the United States that he’s the 
subject of an inquiry for possible 
violation of statutes dealing with 
conspiracy, extortion, and bribery, 
he’s not being frivolous. 
It must be said for Agnew that he 
showed a lot more guts than his 
mentor in the White House, and 
maybe in the long run a lot more 
political astuteness, by coming out 
front and center and tackling the 
situation 
head-on 
in 
an 
open, 
n a t io n al ly 
t e l e v i s e d 
p re s s 
conference. If the allegations are 
true, Agnew will be dead politically; 
if 
t h e y ’re 
not, 
his 
gutsy 
performance should go a long way 
toward 
rallying 
the 
now-shaky 
conservative 
Republican 
troops 
behind him. 
Beyond that, by speaking out at a 
time Nixon was still engaged in his 
drawn-out weaseling on Watergate, 
Agnew already has succeeded in 
doing 
what 
the hapless 
Hubert 
Humphrey as Vice President never 
could bring himself to do — put 
some distance between himself and 
the President to whom his fortunes 
had been so closely tied. Without 
denouncing Nixon — in fact, while 
reiterating his confidence in him (a 
Vice President assuring the public 
of 
his 
confidence 
in 
his 
own 
President!) — Agnew has declared 
himself his own man, in so many 
words. 
Nevertheless, even assuming he is 
completely innocent in the kickback 
investigation and is equally clean on 


Watergate, it’s going to be very 
difficult for Agnew to milk the law- 
and- order rhetoric as of yore, 
considering its breakdown in the 
administration 
in 
which 
he 
is 
s u b s t i t u t e 
if 
n o n - p l a y i n g 
quarterback. It’s interesting to note 
that while deploring the damaging 
leaks from the federal investigation 
as an erosion of his rights, Agnew 
refrained 
from 
lashing out 
his 
dearest adversary and whipping 
boy, 
the 
press, 
for 
printing 
undocumented 
charges 
that 
he 
called “damned lies.” He was in 
fact invited to do so during the press 
conference, but benignly passed, 
pointing out he had not skewed the 
press for some time now. This guy 
may have tremendous blind spots, 
as late starters in politics often do, 
but he’s a quick study in the image 
business. 


The same cannot be said about L 
Patrick 
Gray, 
another 
if 
brief 
administration 
law-and 
- 
order" 
symbol. In his short and unhappy 
tenure as acting director of the FBI 
and 
subsequent 
role 
as 
Ervin 
committee witness, the picture of 
Gray kowtowing to White House 
schemers like John Dean and of 
destroying FBI files has sent that 
once high-and- mighty investigative 
agency back to square one in public 
confidence. If J. Edgar could come 
back he probably would. 


On the local level, too, the forces 


of law-and-order are squirming. In 
Houston, one would guess there’s no 
rush on for those “ Support Your 
Local Police” bumper stickers so 
popular in the South and Southwest. 
The bizarre mass sex-and- torture 
murders of at least 27 teenage boys, 
nearly half of them missing from 
the same neighborhood over a three- 
year period, have the city up in 
arms. Grief-stricken parents are 
telling horror stories of their own, of 
how repeatedly they called the 
police to report their sons missing — 
including cases where the boys 
made hysterical phone calls home 
after disappearing without taking 
clothes or money — and were 
ignored. 
With 
more 
than 5,000 
juveniles reported missing from the 
city last year, the Houston police 
have 
told 
them, 
they 
can’t 
investigate every case. 
In this day when everybody is 
telling us we need a reordering of 
priorities, 
maybe 
law-and-order 
needs reordering too; away from 
the jailkeeper, watchdog mentality 
that has marked authority’s attitude 
toward the citizenry at the highest 
levels in Washington as well as in 
the police department in Houston, 
and 
back 
to 
humanism 
and 
compassion for people with real 
problems. Don’t hold your breath 
waiting for it to happen, though, 
either 
in 
Richard 
Nixon’s 
Washington or in most of big-city 
America.
